DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Specification formal matters: 

On page 1 of the specification the section entitled CROSS REFERENCE TO 
RELATED APPLICATIONS contains inconsistencies that require clarification and/or 
correction. 

The first such inconsistency is that a preliminary amendment added a claim of 
priority to PCT/US98/01 714 but did not define the relationship to the instant application 
such as C-l-P, DIV, CON, etc. This is also an inconsistency with the request for 
corrected filing receipt, filed 11/15/99. 

The second such inconsistency is that lines 1 1-14 in the instant specification on 
page 1 indicate that several applications are continuation-in-part applications but at 
least one such presumed parent application has a filing date that is later than 
applications which seem to be indicated as child applications. For example, Application 
Serial Number 08/837,524 in the parentage section has a filing date of April 21, 1997 
which is later than the filing date of PCT/US97/03332, filed February 20, 1997, which is 
in the child application section of said cross reference paragraph. 

The third inconsistency is that the filing date of Application Serial Number 
08/853,522 is incorrect in said paragraph. It should be January 30, 1998, and not May 
8, 1997, as presently in said cross reference paragraph. 
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Fourthly, the status of applications which have become either abandoned or 
patented should be added to this paragraph. 

Applicants are requested to submit an amended paragraph to replace lines 10-14 
on page 1 of the specification to correct inconsistencies.
